However, he did 
not believe the Arahs would agree 
to a signed cease-fire. 


Deapite the heavy losses sustained 
by the Syrians, they may wish te 
remain in a state of war.

Their ii6mm. guns are ymooth- 
bored, which means they lack the 
rifling which gives projectiles fired 
from. guns the spinning motion 
which provides stability. Instead, 
the shells are“ equipped with fins 
which pop out when the shell is in 
flight. The lack of rifling enables 
the gun to fire missiles as well as 
shells. The tank also has a low sil- 
houette and its body is engineered 
to ensure the least possible vuiner- 
ability to direct hits. 


The Air Force has played a key 
role in this battle. The Israeli fighters 
both serve as an umbrella, protect- 
ing the ground forces from enemy 
aircraft, and also provide close sup- 
port, attacking enemy armour. 


Contact with the Iraqi division 
was first made when they attacked 
the southern flank of the Israeli 
forces on Friday night. This encoun- 
ter was brief, but during the rest 
of the night preparations were made 
for the Iragis. Over 70 of their 
tanks were advanced northwards. 
In a 90-minute battle, the entire 
Iraqi brigade, about a third of their 
division, was wiped ont. 


The fact that the Israeli 
unit suffered no losses at all in 
men or tanks in this engagement 
is seen as evidence of the 
standard of the Iraqi fighting capa- 
bility. However, as an Israeli officer 
pointed out, it must be said to their 
eredit that they did try to fizht and 
retreat from the ambush in an or- 
derly manner — “that they didn’t 
succeed wasn't their fault but ours.”

HaIFA. — The Prime Minister's 
adviser on Arab affairs, Shmuel 
Toledano, yesterday took practical 
measures to enable the Arab citi- 
zens of israel to volunteer their 
services and their money to the 
war effort. Starting off with a 
meeting of Arab and Druse repre- 
sentatives in Haifa, he later opened 
feven offices in Arab and Druse 
towns where volunteers and war 
Joan contributions can be registered.

Mr, Toledano told The Post that 
the offices have four aims: to per- 
suade Arab workers who have 
Stayed away from their jobs in the 
Jewish areas to return to work;

loan; and to recruit men for Civil 
Defence work in mixed towns and 
in minority villages. 

Mr. Toledano said he was grati- 
fied by the behaviour of the Arab 
population since the outbreak of 
the war and stressed that there had 
been much more volunteering than 
during the Six Day War. 

“The Arab citizens have demand- 
ed to be allowed to share in the 
war effort, and that's why we de-

He stressed 
the need to carry on normal life 
and to go to work as usual, and 
the need for volunteers for auxiliary 
services. Archbishop Joseph Raya 
and leaders of the Moslem com- 
munity were smong the partici- 
pants. 

Several speakers asked for details 
on how to volunteer. .One speaker 
noted that many Haifa Arabs had 
already donated blood and money 
for the war effort but had not 
publicized their actions because “we 
consider-‘them our duty.” 

The meeting adopted a resolution 
calling on all aArab workers in 
Haifa to return to their jobs im- 
mediately. They expressed their 
confidence in Israel's victory and 
called on the Arab citizens to con- 
tribute all they can to the war 
joan.

Libyan Mirages in war

PARIS. The French Foreign 
Ministry withheld comment yester- 
day on Israeli claims that Libya's

These sources said they preferred 
to discount the Israeli claims for 
the time being.

News that Libya’s Mirages are 
taking part in the war comes at a 
particularly embarrassing moment 
for President Georges Pompidou. 
Premier Pierre Messmer is due to 
defend French policy during a de- 
bate on the Middle East in the 
National Assembly on Wednesday. 

Jean Lecanuet, leader of the mid- 
die-of-the-road Reform Party, said 
here yesterday that the Israell pro- 
teat ought to persuade France to 
stop shipping Mirages to Libya. 


The Israeli Hmbassy in Paris said 
Ambassador Asher Ben Natan had 
not yet asked for a meeting over 
the Mirage issue at the French For- 

Today France is due to deliver 
the 92nd of the 110 Mirages ordered 
by Libya in 1970. The French Gov- 
ernment has repeatedly affirmed that 
if Libya turned its Mirages against 
Israel, except in defence, further 
deliveries would be stopped, 

Bariier this year the French Gov- 
ernment refused to accept Israeli 
claims that Libya had shifted Mi- 
Tages to forward bases in Egypt. 

The secretariat of Arab ambassa- 
dors In Paris yesterday denied 'that 
any Arab country is using Mirages 
in the Middle East War. 

In a statement rejecting the Is- 
raell allegations against Libya, the 
Arab envoys said: “Israel is cop- 
ducting a campalgn aimed at ob- 
taining an embargo on the dispatch 
of French arms to Arab countries.” 

Uzt Narkiss, head of the Jewish 
Agency's Immigration Department, 
said in an Interview on the French 
radio station, Europe Number One: 
“Everybody knows the Mirage is 2 
good plane.

PRO-ARAB DEMONSTRATION NEARBY 
Thousands rally in London 
to show support for Israel

LONDON. Politicians, actors, 
writers and other public figures 
were among the 10,000 people who 
gathered at Trafalgar Square this 
afternoon in a demonstration of so- 

lidarity with Israel. 

The ‘Arab side was also supported 
in London, when over 5,000 people 
‘marched from Speakers’ Corner in 
Hyde Park to ‘the U.S. and Israeli 
embassies to protest against “Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands.” 

Hundreds of policemen were de- 
‘ployed to cover each demonstration 
and prevent any clashes between the 
supporters of the ‘two sides in the 
Middle East battle. 

Speakers at tthe Israel rally criti- 
clzed British policy towards Israel, 
and called on the Government to 
Hift the embargo on arms aales to

Israel's Ambassador to Britain 
Michael Comay told the open air 
rally of 10,000 supporters of Israel: 
“Let us stop the fighting and move 
the encounter from the battlefields 
to the conference table." 

He said British Jews should press 
their Government to work toward 
thie end,

MOSCOW (Reuter). Jewish 
sources said that Soviet police se- 
verely beat up two young Jews de- 
tained after a short-lived demonstra- 
tion outside Communist Party head- 
quarters here on Saturday. 


The sources said that after being 
beaten up at Moscow's 46th District 
police station, Iona Kolchinsky and 
Alexander Slepak were transferred to 
another police station with Evgenia 
Kerzhner, a Jewish girl who was ms 
only other demonstrator. 


Today, the three will face charges 
of disobeying the militia's orders, for 
which they could be fined or sen- 
tenced to between 10 and 15 days’ 
imprisonment, the sources said. 


On Saturday, the three stood out- 
side the Party headquarters with 
Paper banners explaining that they 
considered themselves Israeli prison- 
ers of war in Russia, and demanding 
either to be granted visas for Israel 
or to be put in a Soviet p.o.w. 
camp. 

Five Western correspondents who 
watched the demonstration were 
later detained for more than an hour 
and questioned by the deputy head 
of Moscow's police, Col. Myrikov.

The Israeli delegation to the in- 
auguration of President Juan Peron 
in Buenos Aires last Friday found 
itself the centre of attention because 
of the Middle East fighting, delega- 
tion head Ya'acov Tsur‘said In Je- 
rusalem yesterday. Mr. Tsur is

Mr. Tsur was greeted by hordes 
of TV cameramen and newsmen 
when he arrived at Buenos Aires on 
Thursday.

BRUSSELS. — The Middle East 
war will affect ofl supplies to con- 
sumers in the West only if it lasts 
for a month or more, oil experts 
here said yesterday. 

The fighting has already stopped 
the shipment of a million barrels 
of oil a day from Syrian ports, and 
gome European governments have 
said that they have prepared emer- 
gency rationing programmes. 

But the experts said the time for 
“serious concern" had not yet ar- 
rived. 

Although U.S. dependence on 
Middle East Oil is expected to rise 
sharply over the next five years, 
the area now provides only 8 per 
cent of American oil needs, 

Western Europe, by contrast, gets 
80 per cent of its oi] from Arab 
countries and Iran, However, ail) the 
Common Market countries have a 
reserve for at least 65 days. 

Actual reserve statistics are sec- 
ret, but are believed to be closer 
to 90 days in some countries. Added 
to this there is oi] currently in 
transport. 

Common Market officials 
that, with these reserves, a rela- 
tively mild rationing programme 
could enable Europe to withstand 
a total Middle Bast oil cut-off of 
four to six months — probably 
longer than such oil-producing coun- 
tries as Iraq could afford. 

The experts said however that 
the problem could become serious

Eleven Arab coun- 
tries — Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Lib- 
ya, Iraq, Syria, Algeria, Egypt, 
Qatar, Abu Dhabi, Bahrain and 
Dubai — will attend the conference.

French frogmen 
rescue sailor 
from dredger 


CALAIS (AP}. — French Navy 
frogmen pulled a young seaman 
alive and unhurt from the sunken 
dredger Cap de la Hague early yes- 
terday at the climax of a three-day 
rescue operation. Rescue officials said 
the search of the submerged wreck 
would continue for five other men 
earlier believed to be trapped in the 
craft. 

The officials admitted, however, 
that they had little hope of finding 
anyone elgze alive, The survivor, 24- 
year-old engineer's mate Lionel Fi- 
rard, told rescuers he was trapped 
alone in the ship’s pump chamber 
ever since the Cap de la Hague 
capsized on Thursday, and knew 
nothing of the whereabouts of the 
other crew members. 

Two men were rescued on Thurs- 
day and two others were found 
dead. Another 10 crew members 
were missing. 

Dozens of frogmen, divers, demo- 
lition experts and navy men from 
France, Belgium, Holland, West Ger- 
many, and Britain took part in the 
dificult and dangerous operation 
three kms, off the Channe} beach 
west of Calais. 

The capsized dredger, built with 
double reinforced steel hulls to ope-

LOSSES ANNOUNCED. 


JF was very quiet in Israel 
yesterday after the figure of 

656 dead in the first eight days 
of fighting became known. A 
sharp moon etched every house 
distinctly in blacked-out Jeru- 
salem, but few people were out. 

Families are maimed and 
stricken by their loss, but the 
Joss leaves no one whole. It is 
the terrible price we have had 
to pay, again and again and 
again, for our existence, and we 
do not forget it. 

It is always the best, the 
ablest, the most willing, the 
most eager to get the job fin- 
ished who fall and do not live 
to see the victory. But even 


lives, at one time facing death 
and dealing out death, and pay- 
ing the price in their way. 

Defence Minister Dayan said 
yesterday that we are fighting 
for our lives. We would not fight 
for anything less. Egypt is 
fighting not to survive but to 
destroy Israel, and the battle 
with them has only just begun. 
The Syrian break-through into 
the Golan Heights last week pre- 
sented an immediate and direct 
threat to the people in the area 
around Lake Tiberias, but the 
fact that the Syrian armour has 
been forced back far beyond the 
previous lines does not end the 
war. 
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The danger posed by the pres- 
ence of the huge Bgyptian force 
in Sinai is not so direct a threat, 
but only the crumbling of these 
armies until they are no longer 
capable of attacking can put an 
end to the danger of invasion 
and destruction. 


Mr. Dayan spoke in a sober 
mood, warning that the Arabs 
did not seek a quick cease-fire, 
and making it clear that it 
could not be a quick business 
to achieve a stalemate. They 
have access to almost unlimited 
military supplies and great re- 
serves of manpower; they can 
also draw on active support 
from other Arab nations. 

But he ealso pointed tc the 
evident unwillingness of Jordan 
to be pushed into the fighting 
by the other states, after six 
years of contact and some de- 
gree of normality in the life 
that flows backwards and for- 
wards across the open bridges 
between Israel and Jordan. If 
we are to be optimistic, we may 
take it as a sign that a power- 
ful defence together with a pol- 
icy of co-existence may in the 
end bring us peace. It will not 
come easily, it will not come 
without fighting to the end, and 
it will not come until the Arab

‘Hussein makes token gesture’ 


The New York Times, in an 
editorial entitled “Hussein at wear,” 
said yesterday: “Acting under ex- 
treme from other Arab 
countries and from firebrands in 
Jordan itself, King Hussein finally 
sent his troops inta the Arab-Israel 
war on Saturday. But for the mo- 
ment it seems that he did the mini- 
mum that he had to in order to 
provide some release from the 
pressures on him. 


Hussein sent an undisclosed num- 
ber of elite troops to fight in 
Syria while pointedly refraining 
from using his entire army to at- 
tack Israel across the two countries’ 
long common borer. Presumably 
the King is hoping that the Israelis 
will accept his move into the war 
as a token gesture and spare Jordan 
itself any direct participation in the 
fighting. 

“But if the war continues the 
pressure will increase on all Arab 
countries to join in the fighting 
and to escalate their contributions 
of troops, planes and other re- 
sources. | it is evident that 
the Arab United Front against Israel 
includes -- Hgyptian, Syrian, Iraql, 
Moroccan and Jordanian forces, 
while there are also reports of 
Libyan planes and Saudi Arabian 
troops joining this coalition. ¢ 

Simultaneously, the world has 
learned of a substantial airlift by 
the USSR designed to assure that 
the Arab forces have adequate mu-

nitions, missiles and other supplies, 
while so far only 8 small-scale re- 
supply operation has been mounted 
for Israel from this country. Worst 
of all, there is still no sign of 
movement toward peace or even a 
cease-fire, and on both sides of the 
war hatred and bitterness mount as 
the number of dead and wounded 
grows.” 

In London, The Sunday Tele- 
graph warned that the Arabs 
might yet attempt the total destruc- 
tion of Israel, : 

The conservative newspaper said 
in an editorial that the latest 
Arab-Israeli war had already des- 
γον two basic assumptions: 
That Israel's army “was always 
and everywhere irresistible,” and 
that its possession of the territories 
captured in the 1967 war was “in 
the abserice of a genuine settlement, 
8 sufficient guarantee of her un- 
doubted right to survive and against 
a@ renewal of hostilities." 

The paper added: “Now the pro- 
spect looks very different. The 
possibility that in some later war 
the Arabs will attempt the total 
destruction of Israel must again be 
taken inte account. 

“Thus peace, if it is to come at 
all, can now only be imposed and 
guaranteed by the international 
community, which primarily means, 
not the U.N. but the US. and 
Russia."
